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Tt is in this Sznſe I DARE ſpeak of (gme- 
thing, the Houſe of Commons (magnipotent 
as they are) DAKE nor do; julk thus the 
School-men ſpeak of Negatives Irfinite, 
That GOD cannot lye, he cannot deceive, 
or in ſhoct, he carnot do what is in its Na- 
ture inconſiſtent with the Being 2ndefſ=o- 
tial Properties of a GOD, Tae Houſe 
dares notdo, 4. e. they cannot ſuffer them- 
ſelves to do any tiing contrary to the Be- 
ing, Conſtitution, 3nd Nature of a Repre- 
ſ-nctative; they are ſom-: of the <fſential. 
Properties of the Zouſe of Commons, to be 
the Keepers of the Peoples Liberries, the 
Expoſitors of their Laws, the Diſpoſers of 
their Treaſure, and the Prefſervers of their 
Property. When theſe ace all given up and 
betray'd, -when a Doftrine- +4is preach'd up 
for Sacred, that gives up all theſe to the 
Luft of an arbitrary Tyrant; and when a 
FaQion is ſetting. up, 2nd growing ſtrong 
among us, that would pul} down alf our 
Fences of the Law, and lay open Religion, 
Property, Liberty avd Lite, ro Tyranny, 
make Men paſhve Brutes, and diveft taem 
of the Right of Sei{-Defence, whether Na- 
tional or Perſonal z to 'ſay the Zouſe of 
Commons can fit till, and hear this uctter'd 
4n the Pnlpit tor Goſpel, and printed from 
the Prefs tor Law-— How is it poſſible, any 
Member, who thinks himſelf a true Repre- 
fentative, can fit ftil and bear i:? — They 
eannot bc: ir, they dare not bear ir.

Theſe are long Queſtions, and have a 
great Deal to be ſaid to them by Way: of 
Anſwer; bur I ſhall give a brief Anſwer ; 
Fiatter not your ſelves with the Notion, Th. 
Houſe of Commons will mott certaialy go on 
with every thing Juftice calls for, andthePric. 
ciple of Pafſive-Obedience, Non-Reſiftance, 
and Hereditary Divine Right, ſhall receive 
their Doom from the Vote of Pariiament— 
They have their CharaQer exprefly ſer 
down ia the Stigma put upoa the Doftor's 
Sermon, (viz.) That they are Scandalous, 
Seditious, and Malicious—HowTould it be 
otherwiſe ? The.yery Dottrine he preach'd 
had all thoſe Epithecs due to it from the 
Nature of our Conftitution, and from the 
Conſequencs of the Revolutior:. 

And can any Man doubt, but what is 
ceditious, malicious, and ſcandalous, will 
be purſu'd in the Parliament as. it deſerves ? 
Let them tell us of any National Grievance, 
that, if doly repreſented, .bas not met with 
Redrefs It is the very Deſign and. 
End of Parliaments to heal Breaches, redreſs 
Grievances, and reftore the Body Politick, 
when wounded or diſtemper'd. 

To ſay they dare not, js to inſult them, 
not unmannerly and indecently only, bur 
fooliſhly and abſurdly 4 *tis ridicutons to 
ſay, the Commons of England dare not cor- 
ret a bold Attempt on our Liberties in a 
mean and ſcandalous Subje&, when it is*ap* 
parent, they have done it in the greazeſt 
Favourites of their Princes, and higher 
than that toc. 

But who is it the Zouſe ſheuld be afraid 
of, that  ſhouid cheque their Proceediogs, 
and puta Stop to the Proſecution of moſt a- 
bminable Scandal ? It cannot be the Perſon 
of Dr.$achevereÞ, he cannot be ſo formidable 
as to fright a Houſe of Commons—It muſt then 
be the great, the mighty, the potent Body of 
the Party. The great Armies of Zigh-Fljers, 
the Regiments of Black-Guards, the Eſſex 
Squadrons, thai the Facobjtes and High- 
Flyers are capable of bringing into the Field. 
Rdiculu Mys! Are thele the terrible Bug: 


Bars 
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Bears that ſhould Fright a Brieiſh- Parlia- 


"ment ? Are theſe the Gentlemen that the 
Nation ſhould be apprehenſive of? —_—_ 
Let us ſee their Power drawn vp in Battalia; 
let us look back upon the mighty Things 
they bave done in Defence of their Glori- 
ous Cauſe.
